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ANARCHISM. ELECTIONS AND SOCIAL “DEMOCRACY " 

... an Edmonton View 

A leaflet received from the anarchist group in 
Edmonton outlines a number of reasons which many 
sincere people give for voting and supporting the 
New Democratic Party (Canada's social democrats).Af¬ 
ter each reason an anarchist rejoinder is given. 

Three of the above are reprinted here. 


Address of the Edmonton Anarchists

1) The NDP in power provides legal protection for 

working people from the abuses of capitalist soclet- 

X- 

...It's not necessary to elect a "socialist** govern¬ 
ment to bring about these types of measures ... con¬ 
servative governments are willing to oblige if suf¬ 
ficient pressure is brought to bear. Benevolent laws 
which are the result of direct action on the part of 
the oppressed are generally worth more then those 
acquired indirectly through the electoral process. 
Saskatchewan has enjoyed the most progressive labour 
laws in Canada for 35 years, but this has not pro¬ 
duced a working class noted for cohesion and mili¬ 
tancy in that province. A study of wages in Great 
Britain showed that the workers made greater advanc¬ 
es under Conservative governments than under govern¬ 
ments of their "own" labour party. 

2) The NDP In power provides increased social servi¬ 

ces (health care, public housing, day care, etc. ). 
... Again,the NDP is not promising anything the oth¬ 
er parties can't deliver - only more of the same 
and sooner. But it's important to note how the NDP 
goes about setting up and paying for these services 
increased welfare programs under the NDP always mean 
a bigger government bureaucracy and a bigger budget. 
Since the NDP has neither the will nor the desire to 
squeeze the corporations for the extra revenue nec¬ 
essary, the workers have to bear most of the cost. 
Now the anarchist position is that if the workers 
have to pay for these services, the workers should 
be running the show themselves, and not delegating 
responsibility to a government bureaucracy. 

3) The NDP in opposition provides a valuable voice 

of protest in the legislature . 

... In the first place, tne legislature is not the 
centre of power in provincial politics,which is con¬ 
centrated rather in corporate boardrooms well out 
of the reach of legislative control. In the second 
place, the role of NDP legislators is often to di¬ 
vert militant protest into harmless, ineffectual 
channels. Last fall, provincial government worker? 
were faced with a measly salary offer from the 
Lougheed cabinet. The advice of the union bureau¬ 
crats was " Vote NDP in the next election."Many wor¬ 
kers responded instead by organizing mass rallies 
followed by a wildcat strike. The result was a much 
better offer from the cabinet, without help from the 
NDP.

GODS THAT GO BUMP IN THE PAST 


Few authors could claim to be as Successful as 
Eric Von Daniken. His books have sold millions of 
copies the world over. The revenue generated has 
made Von Daniken a millionaire. In the process his 
ideas have passed into the mythology of popular cul¬ 
ture, along with UFO's, Bermuda Triangles, pyramid 
power and the like. Just what sort of factual basis, 
however, does Von Daniken build his theories on? 

To compile an exhaustive list of the many dis¬ 
tortions, fanciful thoughts and outright lies in Von 
Daniken 1 s work would fill far more paper than I have 
available here. A few choice examples will have 
to do. The Easter Island statues are one of Von 
Daniken*s favourite 'mysteries'. In his book he 
states that n 2,000 men" would not be enough to mine, 
carve and transport the statues to their final pos¬ 
itions. He also states that stone tools could not 
have been used to cut the statues (despite the fact 
that used stone tools were lying all around the 
quarry where the statues were cut). In actual fact 
a group of SIX Easter Islanders agreed to show Thor 
Heyerdahl the method of carving the statues.The est¬ 
imated time for a workforce of six to complete 
the job was one year. A group of twelve men moved 

and erected one of the statues that Van Daniken had 

avowed could not be moved without modern machinery. 

One of the more revealing parts of Von Dani¬ 
ken' s books is his attempt to explain biblical mir¬ 

acles without ever actually having read the bible. 
For Instance, Von Daniken states that "without ac¬ 
tually consulting Exodus " he seemed to " remember 
that the Ark (of the Covenant) was surrounded by 
flashing sparks ". In actual fact Exodus says no 
such things as anyone can verify. If Von Daniken 
has not consulted such an easily available source as 
the Bible, how much credence can one put in his more 
•exotic' sources? 

There are numerous other parts of Von Daniken 1 s 
books that can only be called outright lies. A map 
drawn by Turkish naval officer Firi Reis in the 
1500s that is supposedly so accurate that " it could 
only have been a copy from a satellite photograph " 
lias such stunning accuracies as two Amazon Rivers , 
South America joined to Antarctica and a thousand 
miles of missing coastline from the east coast of 
South America. A sacred Indian pillar at Delhi that 
supposedly "doesn't rust" shows rust here,there and 
everywhere. Etc.,etc.,etc... 

When all is said and done Von Daniken can eas¬ 
ily be shown to be nothing more than a con-man with 
*^^bent towards science fiction. 
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for the i\e\vs nobody else 
will tell vou... 



taxpayer becomes less and less willing to funnel an 
increasing amount of his or her wage into the bloat¬ 
ed bureaucracy. Hence the tax revolt. This puts a 
definite limit on the social services that can be 
provided through government, a limit which a lot of 
the supporters of the NDP don't -realize exists. 
Thirdly, should a fiscal crisis arise for a given 
government the first items of spending to be cut 
will be social services. In the absence of inde¬ 
pendent, non-party, organizing the recipients of 
social services have little political clout. In 
other words the social service programs are a spon¬ 
ge. They are filled up when there is discontent and 
squeezed out when times favour it. 

What do we propose instead? Simply this, that 
social welfare begin to become a concern of the 
community rather than the government. We propose 
such libertarian solutions as eooaunlty kitchens, as 
car pools to get senior citizens around, as neigh¬ 
bourhood babysitting networks rather than govern¬ 
ment daycare centres ( or private enterprise ones) 
In general we propose a return of social servic¬ 
es to the community and a corresponding reduction 
of government taxes. We think that a serious econom¬ 
ic analysis ( rather than one dedicated to the need 
Co preserve jobs for social workers ) would show the 
practicality of our analysis.

MORE ON THE ANTI-ELECTION 

Last issue we discussed the question of the 
main parties and the fringes of the right and left. 
We also gave one good reason for not voting NDP, 
that a strong left wing abstention would force the 
NDP to move leftwards to attract back votes lost. 
Let 1 * go a bit further into the question of the NDP 

Many people vote for the NDP because it does 
promise, and sometimes delivers, social welfare mea¬ 
sures, measures such as medicare, auto insurance 
and dental care. What libertarian socialists have 
to ask is "at what cost**? Who pays? It is a simple 
fact that the great 80X of government expend¬ 
itures are financed from the income tax system. Now 
I hardly think that it is news to the readers of 
this paper that lower-middle and middle income 
people pay the bulk of income tax in this country. 
The rich are always able to find a loophole or ten. 
Beyond this, how are government 'welfare 1 schemes 
administered': A Prime example is the Indian Affairs 
Department of the federal government, where che lar¬ 
gest part of the money allocated goes towards 
administration rather than to the Indian bands. To 
make a long story short - government is inefficient, 
as everybody knows. 

What happens because of this inefficiency? 
First the cost of various social services rises as 
the government takes them over. If the government 
were ever to take over the Salvation Army's funct¬ 
ion of providing shelter one could bet bottom dol¬ 
lar that the cost would at least triple in the 
first year. Secondly, as costs rise the average

(Washington, DC) According to the Environmental 
Defence Fund millions of r JS school children have 
been exposed to asbestos levels often far in ex¬ 
cess of those allowed in the workplace. The exposure 
comes from school buildings built from 1940 to 1973 
using asbestos as an insulator. So far the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency nas investigated 
6,000 schools and found i,000 of them contain asbes¬ 
tos materials. If the percentage holds true nation¬ 
ally this could mean a hazard to 7 million school- 
children in this generation alone. 

Levels in one New Jersey school were found to 
be 100 rimes background. Asbestos fibers have been 
linked to lung cancer, especially incurable meso¬ 
thelioma, and to chronic deterioration of the lung 
tissue. Lag times for these diseases range from 20 
to 50 yaars so children exposed at the present 
time will run their highest risk decades from now. 
The January 11 edition of *New Scientist* noted the 
higher metabolic rate of children means they are 
far more likely to inhale the pollutant than adults.

(Malibu, California) Robert Mishier, an ex- 
follower of Hindu cult leader Maharaj Ji, has begun 
to speak out against his former guru in the wake of 
the Jonestown massacre. Mlshler, who was the worlc- 
wiae president of the Divine Light Mission.Ji's 
•church' organization, until 1976 stated that the 
"child guru has become an object of veneration in¬ 
stead of a teacher of truth". Mishler spoke of the 
vast wealth accumulated by the guru, most of it 
donations from the cult followers. It was estimated 
that cult membersnip ,in the US was about 12,000 
with 1.2 million members worldwide, mostly in In¬ 
dia. 

10.000 DEAD DUE TO UWNEEDED OPERATIONS 

(Washington, DC,) U.S, doctors, according to a 
report prepared by a subcommittee of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, per- 
formed about two million unnecessary operations last 
year. About ten thousand died as a result and the 
operations cost a total of about $4 billion.The 
report noted that death rates vary widely from hos¬ 
pital to hospital, throwing the safety of many in¬ 
to doubt.

(Paris) On the 30th of January the French min¬ 
istry of Immigrant Affails announced that Spanish 
exiles would no longer be allowed the status of 
refugee in France.. The new government decree said 
that the reasons for the change included the new 
Spanish constitution, the general amnesty for pol¬ 
itical prisoners of last year, and the 'democratiz¬ 
ation' of the Spanish regime.At the moment, however, 
several hundred political prisoners, most of the® 
Basques or anarchists are being held in Spanish 
Jails. They were not released during the amnesty 
because they had been convicted of acts of guerilla 
war against the Franco regime. On the morning of 
the French government's declaration 7 Spanish re¬ 
fugees were expelled to Spain.

(Peking, China) China's central committee de¬ 
cided in late January to restore the property of Che 
capitalise* who had been expropriated during the*cu¬ 
ltural revolution many of Chine's industries were 
managed as 'mixed state and private* firms. The 
new decree restored the status quo. The decree noted 
" the enthusiasm of the old commercial and industri¬ 
al capitalists and their contribution to the devel¬ 
opment of tourism, services, foreign trade and mixed 
enterprises*'. 




NEW NON-VIOLENT MOVEMENT SCORES SUCCESS 

(Dhule, India) A march of farm labourers in 
the Ohule district of Maharashtra appears to nave 
led to the latest of a long series of successes for 
Che Shramik Sanghatana . The Sanghatana, which is 
slralllar to the more publicized Sarvodava movement 
,was formed on January 30,1972 and has 3 ince had a 
number of successes in the struggle for land reform 
and against untouchability. They have ai3o succeed¬ 
ed in having a private police force of caste Hindus 
abolished. While dedicated to non-violence the nev, 
movement differs from the Sarvod&ya in that it has 
no 'father figure' such as J.P. N&rayan or Vinoba 
Bhave and is molded in a secular rather than relig¬ 
ious style. Also, unlike the Sarvodaya, which al¬ 
igned itself with the political opposition to get 
rid of Mrs. Gandhi, the Sanghatana has remained 
scrupulously true to its pledge of non-alignment 
with any political party. While generally recogniz¬ 
ed as more 'leftist' than the Sarvodaya the Sang¬ 
hatana also attacked the'caste-Hindu' bias of the 
leaders of India's communist parties and other so- 
named 'progressive' organizations. 

The recent march, held in early February, was 
one of the few occasions when Hartiana (untouchab¬ 
les), Adivasis ( another lower Indian caste ) and 
caste Hindus have marched aide by side in any un¬ 
ion. Unions organized by the movement have rais¬ 
ed wages paid to farm labourers by as uuch as 50Z in 
some cases, and observers on the scene report tha' 
it appears to be more effective than the Sarvodaya 


Indonesian separatist movements on decline 
(Djakarta, Indonesia) The nationalist* fight- 
ing for the independence of the former Portuguese 
colony of East Timor appears to have been de- 
rea^-d. The movement, which was given some prom- 
*ner»e In the first issue of Canada's leading anar- 
chirt journal, the Open Road . lost its president , 
Nicolai Lobate, in an ambush on the Last day of 
1976. The previous president,Francisco do Amarai had 
<>sef. captured, and nas since appealed to the 
supporters of the Fretlin Front to lay down 
their arms. Also last December Fretlin's infor¬ 
mation and security ainistar.AUrice Fernandes, went 
over to tne Indonesian side. The leadership of Fret¬ 
lin, what remains of it, U split by deep dis¬ 
agreements and is faced with an inability to raount 
dny military attacks. ' 

Elsewhere* in Indonesia, the rebellion in Papua 
-Western New Guinea, which was incorporated in 1969 
by Indonesia has suffered both military defeats and 
serious splits. The basic disagreement is whether 
an i dependent Papua will be 'socialist* or multi¬ 
party. Finally,a third uprising at Atjeh, on the 
Island of Sumatra, a stronghold of muslio extrem¬ 
ism, appears to have fizzled out.

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ANTI-NUCLEAR 

HAN ARRESTED FOR URANIUM THEFT 

Washington, DC) A Mr. David Dale has been 
charged with attempting to extort $100,000 from 
General Electric Company after stealing 150 pounds 
of low grade uranium from a GE plant in Wilmington, 

North Carolina. All of the uranium was apparently 
found In a field 8 kilometers from Che plant. This 
theft has raised questions about the security of 
the US nuclear industry** materials as the thief 
apparently had only a minimal knowledge of the area 
and security of the plant.

FILIPINO TOWN THREATENED BY NUCLEAR PLANT 

(Morong, Philippines) The 13,000 residents of 
the municipality of Morong have been living in fear 
since they first heard, in 1976, of plans to 're¬ 
locate* them to make way for a new nuclear power 
plant, the Philippines* first. Since then the com¬ 
munity has been under intensive repression. More 
than 30 people have been arrested because of meet¬ 
ings held to organize against the plant. The local 
protestant minister was removed after he questioned 
government ministers at a local meeting.While wait¬ 
ing to be evicted the local population has not 
benefited much from the construction boom. Most 
workers are bused In from Manila, and all worker: 
make about $2.00 per day. 

researchers cast DOUBT ON RADIATION safety levels 

(Berkeley,California) Professor Alice Stewart 
of the University of Birmingham cast doubt on much 
of the ’safety limits' set for low level radiation 
In her speech at the recent annual meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science 
In Houston, Texas. Stewart's speech presented the 
findings of Stewart, Thomas Mancuso and Ceorge 
Kneale in their work on the health records of 
employees at the US Hanford nuclear establishment. 

The researchers found the usual method of estimating 
cancer risk, that of axtraoolating from a straight 
line drawn from higher exposures may grossly under¬ 
estimate the actual risk involved at low radiat¬ 
ion levels.

NUKE PUNT CSTS OFF LIGHT ON SAFETY VIOLATIONS 


(Toms River, New Jersey) Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission officials have fined the Oyster Creek 
Nuclear Power Plant operating here a mere $26,000 
for over 90 violations of health, safety and pro¬ 
tection regulation* over a thrae year perlod.The 
violations included failure to measure airborne 
radioactivity, failure to limit concentrations of 
airborne radioactivity, failure to properly use 
respiratory protection equipment, failure to barr¬ 
icade and post warnings of *high radiation areas', 
failure to follow plant radiation protection pro¬ 
cedures, failure to properly label containers of 
radioactive material and failure to post warning 
signs on radioactive material storage areas. The 
plant was also charged with falling to properly 
inspect parcels coming into the site and failing to 
lock door* leading into the plant building. 

US ENERGY REPORT BOOSTS SOLA?. AS ENERGY OPTION 

(Washington, D.C.) Solar energy, once looked 
down upon by government bureaucrats as an Impract¬ 
ical solution to the ' energy crisis *,is receiving 
a second look these days. In a recently released 
report the Energy Policy Committee of the US De¬ 
partment of Energy has stated it is possible to sup¬ 
ply close to 40^ of the US energy needs by solar 
power by the year 2000. While the report's authors 
felt that shooting for the 40T level would be in¬ 
flationary they did recommend that a goal of 25Z be 
set. It was felt that a relatively modest (compared 
to nuclear power coats) outLav of $2. S billion In 
the first five year a of such a plan would be suff¬ 
icient to set the countrv- off to the goal. Most of 
this outlay would be in the form of tax credits and 
subsidized loans for the purchase of solar unit 3 - 
as opposed to the present grants to corporations 
involved in the nuclear industry. The report also 
recommended that research efforts be directed to¬ 
wards “community-scale applications” as opposed to 
" centralised facilities

(New Delhi) India's faltering atomic energy 
program has been given a shoot in the arm with a 
recently signed (January 22) agreement with the 
Soviet Union for nuclear coop*ration.The new ag¬ 
reement Includes fast breeder technology. The new 
agreement cornea in the wake of delays in the 
finalization of agreement* with the US concerning 
supplies of enriched uranium. The US had been 
Insisting on India’s agreement to abide by 'full 
scale* International Atomic Energy Authority regul¬ 
ations for control of reactor uranium, Russia ap¬ 
parently feels that India can buiid as many nuclear 
combs as she wants 
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(Seattle, Wash,) US District Judge Donald Vor- 
hee* sentenced 176 protestor* found guilty of tres¬ 
passing at the Trident nuclear submarine base under 
construction near Bangor, Washington. The sentence# 
which were handed down in late January were mostly 
suspended sentences, hut 5 people were sentenced to 
4^ days in the federal pen.

*. . GERMAN SCIENTISTS D ETECT CARC1NQ«,K? JS IN BEER . 

Scientists st the German Cancer Research Centre 
in Heidelberg have discovered traces of nltro*Ami- 
neS * one of the strongest known cancer inducing a- 
gents, in beers made in -Germany, Britain, nnd sora 
other European countries. 

A two year study of 158 beers revealed traces of 
nitrosamines in 70* of the samples. The chemical 
which is thought to be produced by contact with nit¬ 
rous oxide when the beer's malt is dried, was found 
in much higher levels than in foodstuffs such as pi¬ 
ckled meats. Ham and sausage also included in the 
study. Dark beers and strong beers such as lager and 
pilsner according to th« head of the research team, 
Professor Rudolf Preuasman. contained the highest 
levels overall.

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Torment of animals 

With the annual Regina Agribition recently 
ended I’m reminded of an article printed in the 
Sept. 23 issue of The Leader-Post which dealt with 
the proceedings of the annual general meeting of 
the Canadian Federation of Humane Societies One 
of the complaints raised by that organization con¬ 
cerned the treatment of animals, catt le and horses, 
at rodeos. 

At the convention, Dr. Harry Roswell, execu¬ 
tive director of the Canadian Council on Animal 
Care, asked how the Canadian Rodeo Cowboys As¬ 
sociation could justify the use of torment to make 
the animals buck. 

In reply. Dr. D. C. Lund, a veterinarian and 
rodeo rider for 17 years said horses were subjected 
to torment, but it was a matter of degree. 

I would like to know how that ‘degree” is sup¬ 
pose to be a justification for what has got to be one 
of the most assinine, childish and stupid excuses for 
a sport going? 

For people who are unfamiliar with the details 
of the ways in which cattle and horses are made to 
“fish for the sun,” a leather strap similiar to a 
cinch on a saddle is tightly fastened around the 
body of a horse or bull immediately in front of the 
hind legs. 

This causes pressure against the kidneys and 
abdomen which along with the weight of a rider 
drives the animal to buck. It is an article of faith 
amongst the ‘ yahoos'’ to defend this practice for 
heaven knows what reason. 

Apparently there are even people around who 
raise horses and bulls to be “mean” just for the 
rodeo circuits. So much for that baloney about 
rodeo horses being old cow ponies that went “sour." 

Perhaps it’s more than just coincidence that 
most cattle ranchers, will not hire anyone with am¬ 
bitions for rodeo. 

Also interesting is the fact that the old-fa¬ 
shioned so-named “cowboy” method of breaking 
and training horses which is presented in stylized 
form at rodeos has now fallen into disrepute in all 
■western equitation including training for ranch 
work. 

One wonders then, just what these jokers are 
trying to prove? 

I think the Humane Society people should get on 

this - thing neaviiy in the future, pertiaps in the form 
of a boycott against the “western” equivalent of 
bear-baiting and cock-fighting.

(Moscow) Twenty three of the USSR's most pro- 
ip inant writers have founded a new ‘unofficial* lit- 
erary Journal, jfe tropol . The journal’s authors, who 
intend to submit the journal for possible publicat¬ 
ion by the state publishing house,* the only legal 
publisher in the USSR, stated that Soviet cultural 
life M suffers from something like a chronic ailment 
which might be defined either ae ‘hostility to dif¬ 
ferentness* or simply as ‘fear of literature'. - The 
new journal was founded to provide a ‘home* for 
writings which the official publishing house has 
censored or refused to publish. The first issue 
contained articles with religious or sexual themes, 
matters usually forbidden in Soviet writings.
